Tho Tenporary Court-martial at Batavia in the laso of tlie Brosecutor, 
ratione officii, against; 

TAICAItIURA. iiJdLO. aged 25, tom at Chuseihelaido, Korea, 
Yonin in the Jraoneso army, under arrest from 31 at 
March, 19416 to 2131 August 1946, then fran 10th Septem¬ 
ber 1946 in "Glodok" prison. 

In viev/ of the order dated 28th Geptombor 1946 issued by the Prosecutor 
oonraitting the accused for trial by the To.-.porary Court-martial, in v^jich 
order the accused is charged; 

that he, in the periods to be mentioned furthcar on, dl being in time 
of war, as a subject of the enemy power, Japan, and holding the functions 
te bo described later, committed v/ar crimes at Su.xarang and caused such 
to be committed by,pontrary to the laws and usages of war, ill-treating 
civilian., internees as foUoi/s; 

I. in the period from about January,1945 to Jdy 1945 os commandant of tho 
guards at anyrate as a guard at tho vegetable fields opposite the 
Semorang High School, repcodedly, unnecessarily and in ai^y case in a 
manner fror exceeding the limits of a normd exorcise of discipline, ill- 
treated or caused to bo ill-treated men, women and children working on 
the said fields by deliberately lacking them, and hitting them vAth 
the hand or fist, a .llfo-pressrvor or bit of iron piping, and causing 
\7QiTion and cliildren to do excessively heavy work; 

II. on or about I6th July 1945 in the Lampcrsaric ca.inp office, in his function 
as kitchen supervisor for* the Japanese personnel, maltreated tlie woman 
internee Maria Elisabeth Dij’.cgraaf ndo Duaaoldorp, by .T.'.. 1 cruelly and 
repeatedly boating her till blood flo.vodi liis military belt and

resulting in thu severe physical and nental suffering of the internee 
in question; vihich acts arc provided for and rcada punishable by art:4 
and foUovTing of the V/ar Crinea Penal Law Decree, Statute Book 1946 
No. 45. 

In vieftT of the vait and sur.v.ans dated 5th October,1946 VThereby the 
cccviaed is called upon to appear at 9 on Mon<^, 14th October,1946, at 
the session of the Teroorary Court-nartial sitting in the building of tlie 
fomcT Srarorae Court of tlio ICetherlands East Indies;

In view of the dnourents in the cose insofar as use vras node of these 
and thAt shown to raid seen bj' the accused; 

In vie;/ of that put forr/ord in l;is defence by accused and the defending 
ccunsol; 

Considering that accused denies in general hraang eexad-tted any war 
crino, and also denies having conirdttcd the acts naned under section I of tho 
charge in the period nentioned in the s;sae section; 

ocknowledgcs the fact nnicod in section II, tho ill-treatraant of internee 
Maria Elisabeth Dijkgraof n6e Dussddorp, and vdien under exardnation at the 
sitting has stated: 

that fron the niJdlo of April till raddle of Juno 1945 ho wasa^guard 
at tho kitchen gardens opposite the Seiaurang High School; 

that ho Was not responsible for the work in the idtehen gardens and 
never loeddled in that work the rospcnsiblclpcrsdn bSing KHIELiURA; 

that his job was to supervise tho HEDiO's ( see note on last page) aid 
seo that while v/orking in the kitchen gardens tho internees had no contact 
with the said HEIHO's; 

that boys from tho boys'carip Bongkong oane to v/ork every day in tho 
imediato nei^bourhood of the kitchen gardens; 

that with regard to the v/omen internees, according to the Japanese 
Cam) Regulations the ago for those v/orking on the land could vary from 16 to 35; 

that tho 35 age liiait was doily transgressed by intta:ned wonon older 
that that tAio wanted to.try and get into contact ^th their sons out of the 
bpys' cocd; 

that ho, having regularly noticed this tri-nsgression of tho age lirdt 
and the aforementioned contact, cllcr.ved this to go®8n the quiet; 
that ho never beat interned men, women and ohil-bren: 
that, horrevor, onoe near tho shed in the gi'ovifadn^grva a youth.Job 
Maraman, aged about 23, five or six blows ;ri.th his hand because the youth had 
oalled him a dog; 

that once in tho office ho gave a lady called Haria Elisabeth Dijkgraaf 
nie Dussoldorp a nur.ber of slaps on the f:co, ••vithout however causing her any 
harm other than a olight swelling, b-cause the aforesaid Maria Elisabeth 
Dijkgraaf nfco Diisseluorp had accused him bold.nd his back of, respeotivcly 
embeszlement or theft, at anyrate she had spolcen ill of hin; 

that finally in his opinion tho v/ork the interned T/on»on and children 
had to do was in fact too heavy; 

Considering that- 
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Considering thc.t in tiic respootive statencnts token frcn then during 
the general investigation by an unnaned interrogator, on 11th April 15)i+6 by 
Dr,J,Vessour, Lieutenant in the Reserve, charged vdth the investigation of 
Mor orinos, 5th April I 946 by 2,van Essen, inspector of police 1st class, 
noi.’.ber of the Netherlands V/ar Crines Investigation Tean, Singapore, and 12th 
pebrunry, 192*6 by M.P.L.A.R. J.van Aubol, 2nd Lieutenant in the Reserve, v/hioh 
statenents of their interrogation appear among the documents in the case and 
have been shown and rood out to the accused, the f oUc./ing Tvitnasses have 
stated chiefly, confirming on oa.th except os regards the first v/itness; 

liissrMoihuizen.B.F.; 

that OS a nurse she attended to a youth called Job Raraman who, having 
received physical punishment from TAKi’iKURi'i., showed the narks of having been 
beaten with a stick, kicked on the shins and in general soricualy ill-treated; 

Oehlers, Geor;>e Johani.oB; 

that he was v/itness of punishments the accused gave to women working 
in the vegetable garden opposite the nm/ High School in Senarang; 

that the reason for the boatings was that the wemen in question spoke 
to their children; 

that he himself saw a woman, v/hoso name ho never knew and vrtio was toUcLns 
to her son, beaten by accused with a bit of iron piping till she became 
unconscious;

tnat when in the aforesaid vegetable garden she tried to get into contact 
with her small boy, accused, having first pointed out to her that she v/as"wrong", 
seriously ill-treated her with a leather strap on the end of vAich a life- 
preserver had been fixed, as a rcsvilt of \;Aiich ill-treatment her back was 
oon 5 )letely rav/ and she had to be carried on a stretcher to a nearby hospital 
hut where she hod to spend the rest of the day; 

Collette, liaria !Ihorcae; 

that she herselfsaw the aforesaid \ltnc5s,hcr mother, being seriously 
ill-treated by the accused rlth a strap on the end of which was a llfe-proservor; 

tliat the \7oman thus ill-troatcd had to spend the rest of the day in a 
hospital hut; 

Dijkgraaf, Maria Elisabeth nfee Dusseldorp; 

that having been taxed by the accused vlth maligning him she v;os beaten 
by him, first vlth a strrn and then vlth a thick bit of branch, os a result 
of which she bled from the arm and her back was black and blue; 

Considering vlth regard to the ovedenco respecting the facts vlth v.ilch 
accused is charged under I: 

that accused has acknovlodged having beaten the af ores&id Job Harsmon; 

that accused has acknowledged having beaten the af orewnbntioned Maria 
Elisabeth Dijkgraaf n&e Dusseldorp; 

that against accused's dehial that he ever beat civilian internees in 
the vegetable garden must be set the three statements made by George Johannes 
Oehlers, Anna Hermina Lonsya Maria Collette nfce Yljhhovon and Maria Thorose 
Collette, all throe of v*ich principally contained the fact tuat accused did 
boat civilian intorbaoe in the kitchen garden; 

tliat T/ith regard to the ill-treatment of Mrs, Collette tlve Court has 
decided to recognise the statements, strenghtened by oath, of Anna Horndna 
Alonsya Maria Collette and Maria Tlicreso Cdletto as having full evidentiary 
force; 

that ttioreforo the accused's guilt as regards this part of the charge 
has been legally and convincingly proved; 

Considering that- 
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Considering that absolutely no proof has cone to tlio fore during tho 
sitting with regard to "having caused \7acscn and children to do uxcessivoly 
heavy work; 

that,too,in none of tlio statenents by. v/itn* esses dealt with during 
the sitting was csontian node of too heavy work, so that this part of the 
charge has not been proved; 

Considering with regard to the evidence concerning the faoiavrith which 
accused has been charged tinder II; 

that accused's aokowlcdgoa.ont in court token togetliur with tho statement 
of Lxs.lCaria Elisabeth Dijkgraaf n&a Dusseldorp has produced satisfactory 
evidence of this; 

that therefore the accused's guilt regarding this part of tlic charge 
has been legally and convineingly proved; 

Considering that the facts laid to the accused's ohorae, insofar os 
the accused's guilt with regard to them has now been legally and convincingly 
proved, in tho opinion of tlie Court had the character of bad treatment of civilian 
internees; 

Consiaortng with regard to the punia}iment,that accused has given proof 
of having a cruol and callous nature but that ho certainly does not belong 
to the worst type of war criminal; 

that,hoT/evor,-.Tar crimes, in connection with the mentality which forms 
the basis of these, must be severely punished by the United Nations in order 
to prevent a repetition; 

that the Court considers 5 years imprisonment to bo the punishment 
correctly proportioned to the gravity of the war crime oomr.Attod; 

In viw of article 1, section 35, Statute Book 19^6 No.44 in connection 
with article 4, Statute Book 1946 No.45i and of Statute Book 1946 No.47:
